FORGER AND SUICIDE. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 31,— A Sun cable 


from Paris says: A day of anguish to 
the vast majority of Frenchmen, ended 
today in indescribable emotion, caused by 
the news that the author of the army's 
latest disgrace had committed suicide in 
the cell he occupied in the fort at Mont 
Valerian,. Col. Henry, who was arrested 
yesterday on a charge of having forged 
a letter that had an Important bearing on 
the Dreyfus case, -was found lying in a 
pool of blood, having cut his throat with 
a razor he had taken to prison with him 
in a bag containing clothing. His con- 
fession of the forgery was Immediately 
reported to Cavalgnac, Minister of War. 
It Is a bare, terrible fact, that an offi- 
cer, holding one of the most responsible 
and most delicate positions in the Freach 
army, head of the department concerned 
In procuring secret Information* should 
have stooped to forgery in the pursuit of 
an obscure, underhand plan, that fills 
Frenchmen with despair of whom to 
trust, whom to believe among all officers 
concerned in the trial of Dreyfus. For 
the moment, antl-Dreyfusites and Drey- 
fusltes among the Parisian public main- 
tain their previous contentions more ve- 
hemently than ever. The former are now 
cursing both Col. Henry and Dreyfus, but 
in Government circles the forgery revela- 
tions are working momentous changes. 
There is authority for stating that Ca- 
vaignac has decided to grant a revision 
of Dreyfus' sentence. True, he maintains 
that CoL Henry's forgery does nol affect 
the proofs of Dreyfus' treason, but his 
speech in the Chamber of Deputies, which 
was rapturously applauded and placarded 
throughout France, Jn which he pro- 
claimed his possession of proofs of trea- 
son, was based on Henry's forgery. 
What Henry's motives were can only be_ 
guessed, yet his own explanation is be- 
lieved to have been that, being sure of 
"Dreyfus' guilt and determined not to pub- 
lish secret documents that figured at the 
trial, he Invented his forged letter to cut 
short the agitation for the revision of 
Dreyfus* sentence of ttfe Imprisonment.

It does not appear to 
me that any action in the direction of 
such union should or can be 'taken 
here until an agreement nas been ar- 
rived at between the Archbishop of 
Canterbury and the Society of

STILL INDEPENDENT.

A CONCESSION. 


"But 
should American churchmen 


in Honolulu, Hilo or elsewtiere, be de- 
sirous of at once erecting a church in 
which the American Prayer-book may 
be used, to be served by an American 
clergyman for whom an adequate sup- 
port is guaranteed, I may state that 
it is. quite within the authority of the 
Bishop to grant permission for its use, 
the conditions required for the erec- 
tion of churches being duly observed. 
If any American churchmen desires to 
proceed in the matter and will confer 
with me on the subject 1 shall be most 
happy to facilitate their wishes to the 
utmost of my power." 


AN OLD DEBT. 


"I feel sure that the subject will be 


entered upon with a due regard for the 
debt that the American Church owes 
to the Mother Church of England. For 
it is entirely due to the action of the 
Church of England for a period now 
verging on forty years, that the Amer- 
ican Church find in this new possession 
of the United States a church in full 
communion with itself, that embraces 
in its membership people of three na- 
tionalities in whose languages th« 
services are conducted apd the Sacra- 
ments administered. It 'will be care- 
fully borne in mind that the Church 
of England sent a Mission to these 
Islands on the application of Bishops

Sen, Eii Says No Iptice fill 


USE OF EXECUTIVE BUILDING 


Surprise Expressed—Old Barracks 


Condemned— Drill Shed -Can. 


Merrlam—A Hawaiian Officer. 


After a considerable interview on 


kindred subjects yesterday afternoon, 
General King was asked point blank 
if he intended to put troops in the 
basement of the Executive building. 
He stated in reply that the matter was 
still in an unsettled state. He wished 
to secure the best accommodations pos- 
sible for temporary use of his men. 
The General expressed surprise that 
people should object to United States 
troops occupying the place after having 
kept their own regular forces there for 
five years. 


"Troops will not occupy the old stone 


barracks," continued General King 
"I examined the place and found it un- 
fit for the purpose, 'in its present 
shape it can be used only for an arm- 
ory or a store room." 


General King declined to answer the 


question of whether or not he would 
occupy the drill shed of the volunteers. 
He added, 
however: "I understand 


that the shed was put up for drill pur- 
poses only. What else is it good for?" 
Again he said: 
"Officers and men of 


the volunteers may rest easy. I have 
never yet heard of the United States 
treating anybody unfairly, and I think 
the Government can be trusted in this 
matter." It was drawn from General 
King's remarks that he considered the 
drill shed a private armory for volun- 
teers, and if it became necessary to 
take the place other arrangements for 
the regiment will have been, in the 
meantime, provided. 


General Merrlam, seen at the hotel, 


said he had been employed most of the 
day in arrangements for the Arizona 
and Scandia to sail for Manila after 
the Australia gets on. These vessels 
carry supplies, mails and money for 
the soldiers. Orders were issued dur- 
ing the day that the seven ambulance 
wagons which have been lying at the 
Pacific Mail wharf be loaded on the 
Arizona, Saturday morning for trans- 
portation to Manila. 


At General King's headquarters dur- 


ing the day orders of a detail nature 
were issued assigning surgeons and 
hospital men to their respective work. 


Colonel Fisher, commanding 
the 


Mrst Regiment, N. G. H., is very good 
humored about the issue that has been 
made, still has his decided opinion as 
a soldier, as business man and as one 
who has labored hard for annexation 
ever since the campaign opened. The 
Colonel smilingly remarked yesterday 
that the present instance seemed to be 
a case of "save us from our friends " 
For five and a half years, he said, the 
regiment members had been doing all 
in their power here for Americanism, 
for the Republic of Hawaii and for An- 
nexation. At the opening of the con- 
summation they find they are threat- 
ened by the U. S. A. with deprivation 
of their quarters, etc. Colonel Fisher 
said that in his opinion no army au- 
thorities would in time of peace un- 
dertake to have possession of anything 
apparently belonging for instance to 
the National Guard of California or 
the State of California. "I do not want 
to see a row with our friends and all 
of us must keep cool, but we certain- 
ly understand that President Dole is 
commander-in-chief of the N G H and 
we take it that he will preserve what 
are considered to be its rights. If we 
are turned out of our headquarters, 
drill shed, etc . it will be difficult to 
hold the organization together 
As a 


citizen I agree with the majority that 
the time has passed when there is any 
necessity for having a garrison in the 
basement of the principal public build- 
ing."

Dole and Ministers Un 


derstood Resolution. 


Title of Mr. Dole Unchanged—Pro- 


cess Issues for Republic of Ha- 


waii—The Appointments. 


S. B. Dole ia still President- of the 


Republic of Hawaii, so far as the 
Washington Government and the peo- 
ple of this country are concerned. He 
is to sign as such, to receive as such 
and to be recognized as such 
until 


Congress has arranged a permanent 
form of government for the Islands. 


This instruction conies from the 


State department to Special Agent 
Sewall and was submitted to the Pres- 
ident and Cabinet yesterday. 


Another important matter in the in- 


structions Is that court proceedings, 
summons and warrants are to issue in 
the .name of the Republic of Hawaii. 
The course of the government at the 
Deglnning of the August term in bring- 
ing proceedings in the name of the 
Attorney General and the Republic of 
Hawaii is fully sustained. It will be 
remembered that the matter was ques- 
tioned in the Hamilton, Edwards and 
other cases. It is ruled that the use 
of the -words "Republic 
of Hawaii" 


does not necessarily imply independ- 
ence in the circumstances. 
, ^ 


Vacancies in appointive offices ^ill 


be filled in precisely the manner here- 
tofore obtaining. Government bureaus 
run on as before. It is required, how- 
ever, that all persons employed by the 
Government take the oath to support 
the Constitution of the United States. 


The laws regarding United States 


lands do not effect or apply to the 
government lands of Hawaii. Local 
land laws obtain and continue in ac- 
tive force until changed by Congress 
in a regular manner. The spirit of the 
communication is in substantiation of 
the Newlands Resolution, which leaves 
the details of future government to 
Congress.

WHALERS DO WELL. 


Report From Fleet Gives Encour- 


aging Tidings. 


The whalers seem to be doing well 


this year, to make up for their hard 
luck in 1896-97, is the news that has 
Seen received at San Francisco. All 
those that were frozen in, and to which 
the relief expedition was sent by the 
Government, have got out of the ice, 
with the exception of the Belvedere. 
When the ice began to form Captain 
Millard managed to work his vessel in- 
:o a little bay, where she was consider- 
ed as safe for the winter as if in & fixed 
harbor. That safety has proved her 
undoing so far, for while the Fearless, 
Jeanie, Newport, Rosario and Wander- 
er are out and are now at Port Clar- 
ance, she is still fast in the ice near 
Point Barrow. 


Of the vessels that were imprisoned 
he Pacific Steam Whaling Company's 
tender Jeanie and the steam whaler 
fearless were supposed to be in the 
worst position. They were out in the 
open, and it was^feared that when the 
ce began to break up they would be 
ground to pieces. Some of the others 
were expected to share the fate of the 
Jessie H. Freeman, which was nipped 
n the ice and went down before Mate 
Tilton left Point Barrow for San Fran- 
:isco. All of them are safe, however, 
and only one death has so far been re- 
ported. 


The steam -whaler Alexander, instead 


of being wrecked, is reported all right 
and to have taken five whales 
The 


jark John and Winthrop had taken one 
sperm and two right whales, while the 
bark Gayhead bad the same number. 
The steam whaler William Baylies had 
aken six whales and the 
Jeanette 


bree, while the Karluk had five. 


The only bad news is the reported 


death of Captain J. A. Tilton of the 
steam whaler Narwhal. 


The friends of the captain are loth 


to believe the story and think that in 
the hurry of writing Mate Taria made 
a mistake. According to their way of 
looking at it. the Narwhal was to win- 
ter at the mouth of Mackenzie River, 
and that she would not get out of there 
until next month. They cannot, there- 
fore, understand how the remains of 
Captain Tilton would be at Port Clar- 
ance •» hen the letter was written. As 
whales seem to be plentiful the other 
•vessels will do some hunting before 
they come home 
Everything seems 


favorable for a good catch, and the 
men who went north two years ago 
may do well after all

Backwardness of Country—Met Col. 


L. M. Johnson-Honolulu Men. 


In Manila Bay. 


j. W. P. Miller, who was a sergeant 


in the N. G. H. barracks here <wnen 
th» first expedition for the Philippines 
came along and who Joined a Califor- 
nia company, writea to a friend in the 
Advertiser office: 


Cavite, P. I.—We have heard about 


annexation and everybody interested 
in the Islands is glad of it. This 
leaves Dahlstrom, Lane and myself, all 
formerly of the N. G. H 
regulars, 


quite well. 


We are stationed In the -fortified 


town of Cavite, seven miles by water 
from Manila. We can stand in our gar- 
rison doors and see the hulks of five 
of the Spanish ships sunk by Dewey 
on May Day. We also look out upon 
Dewey's squadron, with the Olympia 
and Baltimore on the right of line. 
Grouped around them are the first and 
second expedition ships. In the dis- 
tance can be seen the English, German 
and Japanese warships. And grim and 
stern all of them look in their war 
time fittings. All this, witn steam 
launches, tugs and cutters and barges 
dashing hither and thither across the 
waters makes a lively scene. The in- 
surgents keep steadily at work day and 
night on the Spaniards within the fort- 
ified city of Manila. The Spaniards 
are cooped up and bottled up. The in- 
surgents have advanced their p.cket 
lines to within two miles of the city 
limits. We can hear their skirmish 
firing nearly all the time. There are 
several thousand Spanish prisoners 
here in our fort at present and more 
being brought in nearly every hour 
They are a sorry looking lot. From 
all appearances they are half starved 
Judging from what I have seen since 
coming here the rank and file of the 
Spanish army is as anxious to surrend- 
er as we are to have them for prison- 
ers, but they are compelled from Mad 
rid to make some showing of resist 
ance. They have good guns and we 
shall lose some members of our mess 
before the thing is ended. 


Of our own forces I may say the 


Health is good. The volunteers ar 
poorly drilled and equipped, but -what 
they lack In that -direction they make 
up in enthusiasm. 
I have been out on one reconnoisanc 


along the Insurgent lines. The rebels 
have little or no discipline, but they 
are brave to rashness. 


By the way, L. M. Johnson, who wa 


sergeant major of the N. G H, i 
ordnance officer with the rank of col 
onel on the staff of the rebel chief, 
had a long talk with L M. He hopes 
to come out in the end with a good po- 
tttion and he deserves it, for he has 
worked hard, has exposed himssl 
much, has been nnder fire a whole lot 
and is an- Al man for the business, 
They depend upon nim very largelj 
in the artillery branch While L. M 
and I were together some Spanisl 
shells dropped in our neighborhood 
but L. M. and his men soon silenced 
the battery. 
This country is in a virgin state and 


it looks all right for a hustler or for 
an enterprise of almost 
any kind 


Hundreds and hundreds of the fellowi 
who have come out at soldiers wiT 
, remain if Uncle Sam holds on and wil 


make themselves rich in land deali 
and business. There are plenty of op 
portunities in sugar and tobacco an< 
hemp. I have had a chance to talk 
with several kamaainas—mostly Eng 
lishmen and they say everything wil 
be all right for the best kind of money 
making in every direction if the Am- 
erican flag goes up and stays for anj 
length of time 
The Spaniards have 


neld everything right at the same 
stage for a couple of hundred years. 
You cannot imagine tie backwardness 
here in every way. Why, if a man 
brought a cargo of cheap watches ant 
pistols in he'd carry away a cargo of 
silver. You know those Station of the 
Crosa Chromos Drum Major King hac 
in the widow in his store on Hote 
street 
Any native or Spaniard would 


give $50 worth of stuff for one of them 


We are hoping that all will have a 


chance for good action in the assault 
to be made on the city All the N G 
H fellows have been picked out for 
the artillery service 
If I do say it 


myself, we are considered good sol- 
dlera as they have in the whole out- 
fit We are now getting the full value 
of the hard infantry and artillery dril 
•we had tinder Good, Coyne and Zleg-

Commissary Claim That Good 


Are Delivered. 


Following up the kicks from Camp 


McKinley about the food supplies is 
like tracing up the starting point of a 
stream in a well. The men at the 
Camp blamed the offlcersj the ofllcen 
followed the matter up to the Chie 
Commissary. Now comes a Story on 
the back track. The commissary de- 
partment from head to yardboy is 
ready to prove that every batch, of ten 
men at the Camp has received and does 
now receive its full supply of rations 
as prescribed by army regulations. 


"I can swear," said an official las 


night, "that the full allowance 
foi 


every man haa left the depot ever; 
day, for I saw it packed and sent. Thf 
Volunteers are the kickers The Reg 
ulars are satisfied. The latter know 
what field rations are. Here, at Chic 
amauga, in San Francisco, Cuba and 
elsewhere the Volunteers have com- 
plained 
All the hardships they have 


ever endured haa been a little rain a 
a picnic, or something of that sort, and 
they are unused to army life 


"We have at the depot now supplies 


for three months, with fresh goods re- 
ceiving by every steamer. The Metro- 
politan Meat Co. furnishes our meats 
and they have had occasion to know 
tfrat the supply received, from them is 
not small for the number of men now 
here. Extraordinary precautions have 
been taken to see tnat tne men received 
their full rations and promptly. The 
depot has repeatedl> been kept open 
overtime at night to await 
belated

the laborers have been paid fifty cents 
an hour for waiting "

ixtracta From Opinions By Emi- 


nent Medical Men—An Aliment 


to Be Avoided. 


'Self love, my liege, Is not so vile a sin 
As self neglecting."—Shakespeare 


Sir.—The young are a part of us, 


hence the quotation. The measles be- 
ng abroad in our midst I ask space for 
the utterance of a few words of cau- 
tion to those whom it may concern. 
Especially does it appear important to 
have attention called to the subject 
now, for in a few days our schools will 
be opened again. The disease is too 
often looked upon as harmless, one 
that must be taken, and that the 
sooner It is over and done with, the 
better. This view, to some extent 
prevails in our midst, so let me quote 
from a paper read before the Statis- 
tical Society, Eng., by Dr. Longstaff, 
M. B., M. 'R. C. P., etc. 
He says 


"measles causes nearly five times as 
many deaths as small pox, while the 
amount of mischief to be attributed 
* * * in the -way of impaired gen- 
eral health, permanent lung disease 
and even blindness and deafness, will 
probably.never be known." 


Dr. August Allivier, physician of the 


Hospital des Enfants Malades, at Paris, 
speaking of measles says: "In devte- 
ing prophylactic measures, therefore, 
while protection should, of course, be 
extended to all, it should be directed 
with special solicitude to young child- 
ren against one of the diseases which 
proves most fatal to them." 


Chandler, on the "Prevention of 


Measles," says: "The reasons why 
young children should not be allowed 
to take the disease are unanswerable 
and all sufficient—for the educated.' 


Speaking of the vulgar error that so 


many hold that all must, ex necessi- 
tate, once bave measles, the 
writer 


says: "A traditional and ingrainw 
belief like this Is not to be demolisnei 
by considerations, however rational 
and forcible, that do not touch the 
fundamental ground on which the de- 
lusion is based. It will be crushed 
out only by substantial, tangible, vis- 
ible proof of the error—proof they are 
not likely to get so long as measles 
rage with increased severity." 


The same author says: "As the 


disease is regarded as the fate, sooner 
or later, of every one, it is held to be 
a fortunate thing to take it -when 
young—if only it Is not fatal, or does 
not leave very serious ailments be- 
hind. -HFor .thi»-«asoB-«aHy-BaeeBls 
are not solicitous about keeping their 
children out of the way of Infection. 
* * * 
Other parents are moved to 


act on the principle that children nad 
better get the measles over; and rely 
ing confidently on ancient -precepts 
and practice, boldly do all they can 
to ensure their catching the com- 
plaint * * * Certainly it is some- 
what barbarous, this parental solid 
tude or recklessness. To modern minds 
there is something uncanny in the no- 
tion of setting to work in cold blood 
to deliver a child over to possible 
death or lingering disease. * * * I 
Is well, therefore, to exhibit the dark 
ignorance shown in this utterly futile 
and dangerous procedure."

Health is such a blessed thing, and 
its complete or partial loss so often 
follows an attack of measles that 
am urged to ask your favor for the 
publishment of the foregoing remarks

The latest writings from the Main- 


land indicate some decline in the "ex- 
panslpn" fever. The sudden and un- 
expected capture of the Philippines 
dazzled the eye of the nation. It roused 
that savage love of 
victory 
which 


Christian and heathen nations share 
alike. But the Anglo-Saxons are not- 
ed for the final mastery over them- 
selves by the "second thought." The 
many and perplexing questions arising 
out of any annexation, or government, 
of the Philippines, are gradually pre- 
senting themselves. The rich and 
splendid coloring of an imperial policy 
is now softening down to the dull gray 
of reality. 


It is certain that there" will be no 


return to the state of isolation. The 
crab is larger than its stiff, inflexible 
shell and now casts it away. Wash- 
ington's words were cords which tied 
up the swaddling clothes of only an 
infant. They are thrown away. The 
factories and the workshops, and the 
merchants are peeping over the high 


' walls of exclusion which conceal the 


ripe fields of commerce beyond 
the 


seas. 


There is no love of glory, or of do- 


minion that touches the true national 
heart. Why talk or think of empire 
abroad? 
Out of the corners of four 


States, Eastern Tennessee. North Car- 
olina, .West Virginia and Georgia can 
be ctfTa- territory larger than that of 
France;:a territory now almost a wild- 
erness, and yet with such a variety of 
exhaustlesa resources that 40,000,000 of 
people may flourish on it. So Edward 
Atkinson says. Why cross the seas 
when such a possible empire lies with- 
in an arrow's flight? Why think of 
empire when the vast territory of the 
West has hardly been scratched? 


The restless, the shifting, the prac- 


tically homeless people of America to- 
gether with those ot a most optimistic 
temperament, are not really thinking 
of empire, but ot trade and personal 
gain. "What am I to get out of this?" 
is the very practical question of the 
average -man. And "because he could 
get nothing personally out of Hawaii 
he was very indifferent aTiout Hawaii- 
an annexation until it became a war 
measure. 


Th« average citizen who is yearly 


trying to make both ends meet haa lit- 
tle time for the study of the govern- 
ment of distant parts, even if it is his 
duty to study it. As soon as the sober 
"second thought" is at work be will 
begin to think of hia increased taxes. 


The question of the Philippines is 


now cast in the scales of national sen- 
timent for weight. President McKin- 
ley keenly watches the movement of 
tbe beam and decides accordingly. 


The sober second thought now asks: 


Shall we spend treasure, and lives in 
order to establish stability in those 
Islands, and then open them to the 
trade of the world, to the sharp com- 
etition of England and Germany? Shal 
we roast our fingers in pulling tha 
tropical chestnut out of the fire, and 
divide it with other countries? Shal 
we keep 9,000,000 savages in order am 
let other nations trade with them?

Dating from the time of Blount, who 
onducted his examination here on the 
ines of the Inquisition, mystery has 
ollowed mystery. Blount was succeed- 
d by the mysterious fly-by-night per- 
ormances of Minister Willis, who, for 
a couple of months, continued to shake 
hands with President Dole with one 
hand, while he manipulated the ma- 
hinery for the restoration of LiHuoka- 
anl with the other. Lately we were 
,reated to a still more intense and deli- 
;lous mystery concerning the exceed- 
ngly commonplace performances at- 
tendant upon the transfer of jurisdic- 
tion from the Hawaiian to the United 
States Government. 


This has now been succeeded by the 


American Commission, which is con- 
ducting its entire proceedings under 
oath of secrecy solemnly administered 
to each'of its members and employes. 


The future government of this coun- 


try is now being settled within the four 
walls of Aliiolani Hale while no citi- 
zen on the outside of the sacred circle 
hears a whisper of what is taking 
place. 


It is true that a general invitation 


has been extended to any one who 
wishes to address the Commission to 
come in and talk, but it is a difficult 
matter to argue against a blank wall, 
and unless the community knows what 
is up for consideration there is no like- 
lihood of any intelligent presentation 
of sentiment being made. 


The people are interested—vitally in- 


terested—in what the Commission is 
doing and is going to do, but unless the 
people know what subjects are up for 
consideration and what is being sug- 
gested, how can there be any intelligent 
thought or discussion? 


The soul of every free government is 


free discussion and publicity, 


Why should there be any more sec- 


recy at the initiation of a period of 
more advanced freedom in govern- 
ment than there is after its consumma- 
tion? 


If there is any time when the public 


interests need full publicity, it is now, 
when the foundation principles of our 
future government are being decided 
upon. 


Everything laid before the Commis- 


sion will become public when they re- 
turn to Washington; AFTER they have 
drawn their conclusions. Why not let 
us have the ben.eflt of knowing, what is 
being said and done now, before the 
Commission has decided? 


If any private interests are asking 


for improper special privileges this 
community is entitled to know it and 
to make known their objections there- 
to, if any there are. 


In the interests of the entire com- 


munity and the future of this country, 
the Commission is respectfully urged to 
give to the public some indication of 
what subjects are being considered by 
them and what proposals have been 
presented to them, in order that an -In- 
telligent expression of opinion concern- 
ing such subjects may be obtained from 
the citizens and residents of the coun- 
try who will have to live under the gov- 
ernment which the Commissioners are 
formulating.

It is a legitimate reward for shrewd- 


ness, forethought and study that even 
unusual profits be paid. Bat the mere 
gambling in stocks is as unwholesome 
as dealing in lottery tickets. .This has 
jeen said a thousand times. The 
dividing line between "legitimate" 
operations in stocks, and m«re gamb- 
ling in stocks is not easily discover- 
ed. And because it is not readily dis- 
covered the public that insists on put- 
ting the che-fa players in Jail, tolerates 
and even approves of the wildest stock 
;ambling. 


The very indefinite idea of what 


'values" are tends' to promote specula- 
tion. The laws which govern values 
are little known, and are obscure. 


Values are often temporary, and are 


simply what the community makes 
them. Here temperament, and tW-in- 
fluence of the "crowd" are manifest 
These values depend upon beliefs; ;aind 
beliefs shift and change. Of course if 
all had the same knowledge of facts, 
there would be a general uniformity 
In beliefs, and therefore ta prices. 


Many speculators in stocks safely 


ignore real values. They speculate on 
the changing public mind. They ; read 
its tendencies, and know how it is in- 
fluenced. The fact that the buying 
public believes that a stock has a^ 
tain value is just as reliable a/fafit, 
for speculative purposes, as the *act 
that it has actual value. It is the -same 
intuitive knowledge that; same-; poker 
players have of .the conduct of men in 
that game. 


The Advertiser deprecates the put- 


ting of the stock market here on; the 
same footing as race betting, or lot- 
tery : business. 
But white all dealing 


cannot be made strictly legitimate, 
every effort should be made to ex- 
clude the purely gambling element.

•territories, the dominant idea has been 
to assimilate the, people residing upon 
them to the .mass of American citizens; 
so far as the Federal power could do it. 
But, in the conspicuous case of Louis- 
iana, governed by Spanish law, rand 
where Spanish was for many years the 
official language, the usages, customs 
and laws of the territory were not 
greatly disturbed so long as they were 
not in conflict with the Constitution. 


The theory and practice of the Amer- 


ican people was, from the beginning, 
that of self government, especially 
local self government. Manhood suf- 
frage was a sacred right, and until the 
Civil war, prevailed everywhere, ex- 
cepting in the slave States. 


Then came an extraordinary change 


Of ideas and practice. 


The great influx of ignorant Immi- 


grants turned the great cities into po- 
litical sores. The Republican party, 
dominant and intelligent, found itself 
beaten in the great cities by an "ignor- 
ant democracy." It therefore invented 
the theory and practice of "Govern- 
ment by Commission;" that is, instead 
of permitting the people in certain cit- 
ies to rule themselves, through the vot- 
ers, it governed them through men who 
could never expect to succeed in local 
elections, and were often residents of 
other places.

held In the office of the Attorney General 
yesterday Afternoon the following mem- 
bers were present: Attorney General "W. 
O. Smith, F. fit. Hatch, L. A. Thurston, 
J. M. Davidson, Paul Neumann, Royal D. 
JJead ,R. D. Silllman, W. A. Hensball, 
John D. Willard, P, L. Weaver, J. K. 
Kaulia, J. M. Vivas, W, H. Wright, 
Enoch Johnson, J. B. Early, J. L. Coke 
and A. L. C. Atkinson. W. O. Smith was 
elected chairman and Mr, Atkinson secre- 
tary. 


Mr. Smith stated the objects 
of 
the 


meeting.' It was desirable tor the Bar 
to consider and, if necessary, present to 
the Commission, any ideas relating to the 
Judiciary that might be found expedient. 
The<ollowing resolution, serit up froi" the 
Commission, was read: 


"The members of the Bar are Invited to 
express tO'-fchis Commission in writing or 
otherwise tneir views on juoiciaj matters. 


Mr. Smith remarked that it had been 


suggested that three United States judges 
be appointed to take the place of the pres- 
ent supreme and circuit judges, another 
suggestion was the appointment of one 
'Federal judge, the present courts to con- 
tinue. The following general suggestions 
were submitted by the Attorney General. 


Resolved: That the Hawaiian Bar fully 
recommendv to the Hawaiian Commission, 
the following judiciary system: 


1. That the Supreme Court of Hawaii 
be the court of last resort of all matters 
within its jurisdiction. 


2. That a Federal Court be established 
with the same jurisdiction as that exer- 
cised by Federal Courts in the several 
States, and with appeal to the Higher 
United States Courts in accordance with 
law. 
3. That the present system of a purely 
appellate Supreme Court with Circuit 
Judges for the various circuits and Dis- 
trict Magistrates be preserved. 


4. That the Judges of Courts of record 
be appointed by the Governor of Hawaii 
by and with the advice and consent of the 
majority of the Senate of Hawaii. 


6 That the term of the Justices of the 
Supreme Court be eight years, that of the 
Circuit Court sts years, and District Mag- 
istrates two years. 


6. That the distinction between Common 


Law and Equity Procedure be preserved. 
7. That the present system of committal 


of persons charged with crime, by Dis- 
trict Magistrates instead of presentment 
by grand jury be continued so far as of- 
fences against local laws are concerned. 


8. That the present system of jury trial 
be continued under which a verdict In 
both civil and criminal cases may be rend- 
ered by nine out of twelve jurors. 
9. That the present system of requiring 
\ Juries composed at native Hawaiians" to 
try caae» la which native Hawaiians are 
concerned, and of foreign juries to try 
foreigners, be abolished. 


Mr. Thurston said his ideas were in the 
line of exclusive and final jurisdiction in 
the courts here, except in cases involving 
Federal matters or questions of Consti- 
tutionality, which would necessarily go 
to the United States courts for adjudica- 
tion. 
Judge J. B. Early, of Arizona, explained 
the- details of court systems of his terri- 
tory. The courts there were not satis- 
factory. In New Mexico and Oklahoma 
the condition was the same. The speaker 
recommended that the 
Commission be 
asked for an independent appellate court; 
also that Circuit judges be elected. 
Mr. Neumann understood it to be the 
sentiment of the Bar that the judiciary 
system of Hawaii continue as a part of a 
State government. He wanted to see the 
Hawaiian system preserved, with the 
Federal system applying In the regular 
line as in the States. Personally, too, he 
opposed limiting the tenure of judges of 
the 
Supreme 
Court. 
Appointments 
should be for life, or during good be- 
havior. 
Mr. Silliman remarked that the tend- 
ency In the United States was to discour- 
age any move on the part of Hawaii to- 
ward Statehood. 
He thought stress 
should be laid upon the matter of contin- 
uing the present judiciary, drawing no 
comparisons between it and the institu- 
tions of other Territories or States. 
Mr. Smith urged that the system of 
committal of persons charged with crime 
by District Magistrates in place of the 
grand jury system be continued. 
Mr. Vivas moved to refer the whole 
matter to a committee of three, to con- 
sider the resolutions and report at 
9 
o'clock Saturday morning. Carried 
The chairman appointed F. M. Hatch. 
Paul Neumann and S. M. Ballou on tho 
committee.

It was asserted by the people here 


who happened to know Gen. King that 
something would be done when the 
case came into his hands.

When the news that a Board had 


been appointed was received at Camps 
McKinley and Otis yesterday 
the 


countenances of many of the 
men 


brightened. Of course there were the 
nervous and anxious ones, but they 
made no sign. Somehow the blame has 
been laid at the doors of the Fir»t 
New York, whether justly or unjustly 
and they have felt the -pain of th« 
ignominy and suspicion. In this com- 
mand are included men of the first sta- 
tion at home, men who went intp the 
war imbued with its best spirit 
and 


they have felt hurt and discouraged. 
Some of them have said 
that other 


men in other commands here had the 
flgure "1" on their caps and might 
be the guilty parties. Others have ac- 
cepted the general verdict against the 
First New York and have declared that 
in one certain battalion were a lot of 
mfcn capable of what has been done.

the' Great of Prussia, to prevent iia 
whereabouts from being betrayed to 
the enemy, ordered all lights to be ex- 
tinguished at a certain hour. The 
penalty of disobedience was to be 
death. The King occasionally passed 
through the camp at night to ascer- 
tain whether his order was.strictly at- 
tended to.- 


One night he observed a light in one 


of the tents, and on entering it, found 
an officer sitting at a table closing a 
letter. Asked how 'he dared thus dis- 
regard the (King's command, the officer 
replied that he had been writing a let- 
ter to his wife. 
The King ordered him to open his let- 


ter, to take hia pen, and to add these 
words: 
"Before this letter reaches 


your hands I shall have been shot for 
disobeying the order of the -King." 


The sentence was harsh, but the 


crime was great, risking, as It did, the 
lives of thousands.

EMPORARY BUSINESS INSANITY 


When Prudence' Is Absent—Ex- 


periences In British Colonies. 


Prospects of Heartaches. 


EDITOR P. G. A.—I was glad to see 


from your leader in this morning's is- 
sue that you have the courage of your 
opinions and boldly state "We earnest- 
ly discourage .Dooms." I am almost a 
stranger to this part of the world and 
can only write generally on the subject 
of "Booms," as applied to the Hawai- 
ian Islands, but if my experience as 
a business man over a great many, 
years is any guide, then let me earn- 
estly raise my voice with yours against 
"booma." 
They are simply ruinous to the com- 


munity in which they break out 


Booms simply mean temporary busi- 


ness insanity. 


All the rules of prudence and busi- 


ness sagacity commonly exhibited by a 
common sense .people are thrown to 
the winds, years of experience count 
for little or nothing and a ghastly, un- 
natural, unreasoning struggle for a 
sudden acquisition of wealth on a flc- 
titous basis sets in. 


The great • law of cause and effect 


however cannot be dodged, and Neme- 
sis comes along in due time bringing 
in his retributive march, great misery 
and wretchedness of mind and body. 
"Experientia docet" should be, but is 
not, true of booms. 


It will not do for men who have 


more than once witnessed the ruin and 
beggary that inevitably follow in the 
footsteps of "booms" to remain silent. 


Let your readers reflect about the 


frightful 
effects of the great 
land 


boom in Australia some few years ago. 
What was the result of this? Ruin in 
thousands of homes, ruin in thousands 
of business firms, financial stagnation, 
the suspension of nineteen great banks, 
miles of handsome and costly stores 
and private residences empty, desolate 
and dead; whilst suicide and degreda- 
tion ruled on every hand. 


New Zealand too, one of the fairest 


spots on the face of a world all beauti- 
ful, 
has suffered most severely owing 


to a great gold mining boom and is to- 
day slowly and painfully recovering 
from its temporary madness and again 
turning its steps in the direction of 
fair and honest trade. In this instance 
also the fever of the gold boom upset 
the tranquility and level-headedness 
of usually careful men and for a time 
"Hang the consequences, let us have 
some shares, be in .the swim and trust 
to luck." So the foul work went on. 
Shares in thousands were bought in 
mines that were never worked—in fact 
where there was nothing to work, and 
the inevitable result came. 
Men in 


stores, with a little money, working 
men with cojnfortable homes, bank 
clerks, clerks in stores—in fact mem- 
bers of all grades and professions be- 
came often fatally involved, and great 
unhappiness took place. 


Now, Sir, I am no Jonah nor doleful 


pessimist but I do not like hearing of 
the great and probably unnatural in- 
flation in properties and shares, etc., 
going on here, without telling the peo- 
ple of Honolulu what we have suffered 
in my part of the world, from similar 
causes, and as sure as the sun shines 
in this city if the present boom con- 
tinues and increases, so sure are the 
results—results which will give heart- 
ache to many. 


And now Sir, if you think that in 


addressing this letter to you on the 
effect of "booms" I have been guilty of 
the "leat indiscret" then please deposit 
it in your waste paper basket but be- 
lieve me my motives are good.

ONE VINE AND MANY BRANCHES 


Common Effort for One Purpose 


The Unities of Truth-Matters of 


Spirit, Not Machinery. 


(A Sermon by Rev. 
Birnie.) 


Donglas Putnam 


I Cor. 12:20, "But now they are many 


members, but one body." It goes with 
out saying that this church and her 
minister are in hearty sympathy wit 
this movement for co-operation in 
Christian: work. We stand ready b 
word and deed to aid in its accomplish 
ment. We need to understand first o 
. all that it is not a matter of machinery 
but of spirit. Behind all common effor 
there must be Hie one purpose. 


Our first concern then is with th 


unities of truth. Here is the place fo 
emphasis, here is necessity for culti 
vation. Jesus tells his disciples of th 
one vine and the many branches, unity 
with variety, one spirit, one-.purpose 
one sonrce of life. By ino word of Pop 
or Bishop, by no vote of conferenc 
or presbytery are the disciple one. N 
bundle of twigs is a vine. There j 
one Lord, one'faith, one baptism, on 
Saviour from sin, one Master who lead 
the way, one work to be done. Paul 
uses the illustration of the 
human 


body with its many members. Th 
hand is not the foot, yet common lif< 
and one purpose controls all the part 
I can work with my Roman Catholl 
brother as far as he will permit, thoug 
I may differ with him on many a poin 
I am ready to do what I can to aid th 
Salvation Army while many a rule 
the organization does not meet the ap 
proval of my Judgment. There arc 
other ways of aiding them than b 
marching in the procession. In all th 
differences of method, in all the varia 
tion of definition, we must .never forge 
'the vitaj unity. 


Now how can this one spirit manif es 


itself in the activities of service? Ho 
can the unity for which the Lord pray 
ed become present fact? I do not be- 
lieve It will ever be accomplished b 
debate. Ton will never argue men int 
unity, or compel them by logic, tha 
has been attempted and it has failed 
The hotter the discussion, the wide 
the separation. Some hopelessly fol 
the hands and wait for the kingdom 
to come somehow, and say that noth 
ing can be done BOW; neither in 
dreams or debates do we place our con 
fidence. The solution lies along lines 
with our reach today. Emphasize th 
unity of faith, dwell upon the suprem 
vital' truths, and carry these into th 
possible activities of life. Do not wal 
for men to agree with you in defini 
tion, bat take hold of some commoo 
work for God with them and you wil 
be drawn nearer together as you d 
the Master's bidding, and when thi 
labor is over, each will have the deep 
er respect for his brother. Each wil 
be more willing to allow his fellow th 
liberty of thought which he claims lo 
himself. 
I would suggest three lines o 


thought in which children of the on 
Father may co-operate today: Mutua 
acquaintance thus begun will lead to 
better feeling In the future. The 
heavenly city is four square, a gate on 
every side, one opposite where you 
stand. So child of God may enter the 
kingdom by a gate you never have 
seen and the Master be ready to wel 
come him as he comes from a land no 
known to you. 
The first path of common effort i 


that labelled charity; the care for the 
poor, the afflicted, those In distress 
Here labor the di^e^nt^cliurCfles, 
orders and lod<"/S, the benevolent so- 
cieties. Sorjj»-iteps have already been 
taken toward more intelligent co-opera 
tion. ^ne secretary of the American 
Reftef Society has consented to act as 
a medium of communication, so that no 
worthy person in trouble be passed by 
and no fraud be perpetrated by a clever 
scamp. Surely there is room here for 
Christian intelligence. 


Let me name another opportunity 


for union in effort, the children of the 
street. 


The is not a question of food and 


clothing, but of character. It is en- 
deavor to so train and guide these 
children that in the years to come they 
will not be paupers or criminals, neith- 


idlev.nor dissolute. Here at work 


Sunday schools and the varied 
Ions for children connected 
churches. The free kinder- 
are doing good service and de- 


terve your aid and sympathy. Give 
your money, but do something better, 
go Into one of these schools and have 
a look at the children, give them the 
aid of yonr counsel as well as of your 
pocket book. It looks mow as though 
there would a park at Palama or at 
lea*t a play ground. That is good, but 
do not imagine that a few acres in 
which to play will make saints of these 
street children. 
Green grass hag not 


done ft for yonr children. The park 
is opportunity, that ip all. Bead what 
has been done by Christian intelligence 
in the use of the play ground in the 
Eastern cities of the United States of 
America and try tbe wttne thing here. 
Do you try It, not wait for some one 
else. There bare been recently open- 
ed rooms in the crowded parts of the 
city, where the children and young 
people are welcomed In the evening 
GMD«*, books, papers, are ready for 
thetr use. They come and go as they 
please. Pa.l*ma chapel i* open in this 
•way two evening* of dach we*>k In ad- 
dition to other services. It is a great 
Messing and keenly appreciated r>y the 
young people. Put tbe magazine's and 
papers and books in your home into 
use. Tern would not save them for tbe 
cockroaches and let the children to 


hungry. Surely all Christians of what- 
ever name can unite in anything 
which seeks to reach and bless the lit- 
tle ones of the street. For we claim 
the name of the Saviour and He took 
them in His arms and blessed them. 
What child of the streets are you bless- 
ing in His name? 


A third point where all Christians 


can stand together: 
We can surely 


unite in elevating-public opinion. It is 
a mighty power, the common spirit of 
the city, and every citizen baa a share 
in it, every tourist as well. We can 
take hold together and purify this 
strong power. Do you Imagine that 
the Legislature will settle the opium 
business? Never; it is finally decided 
by the common sentiment of the com- 
munity. Law simply registers the level 
of tbe common thought, that is all. Do 
you suppose that drunkenness is some- 
thing for the policeman to settle? Let 
social life stamp drunkenness with the 
brand of disgrace. Let the persistent 
shameless drunkard find the door clos- 
ed in the social circle to which he 
aspires. Your influence on this matter 
can be made very clear, quietly but 
firmly. So to with land which you 
hold. What is done in the buildings 
which you rent? It is your business to 
know. Crime and temptation to evil 
need a place In which to do business. 
It needs ground on which to plant its 
foot ' Do you suppose the courts by 
divorce laws can control unfaithfulness 
in the marriage relation? Do you ima- 
gine that loose living can be stopped 
by *he Government? Public opinion is 
the power here. It is your affair SSfl 
mine to see that Christian standards 
prevail. It is the business of the Pro- 
testant as well as the Roman Catholic, 
it is of interest to' Methodist and Bap- 
tist, Anglican ami Congregationalist. 
You see the thought—common effort 
for the sake of love to God and love to 
men on common lines. Be willing to 
help the poor, to give a hand to the 
children of the street, be ready to do 
your part in elevating public opinion. 
Do what can be done. Attempt the 
possible and trust the morrow in the 
hands of Almighty God. 
In the business of life for the sake 


of larger profits, men are learning how 
to- combine. There is economy of effort 
and money. That which men are will- 
ing to do for love of money Christians 
should be willing to do for the love of 
God. 
More machinery does not mean 
greater achievement. When we come 
to the question of co-oparatlon by lo- 
cal churches we touch a delicate mat- 
ter. Here we live closely and faults 
and failings are well known. 


There is need of clear thinking frank 


and searching examination. 
There 


should be no rivalry, for we are in one 
work. Not rival 'business houses each 
seeking for a share of the trade, but 
parts of one concern. We are here to 
do the Lord's business in the best way. 
Let no one be so ignorant as to ima- 
gine that one church profits by a quar- 
rel in another. If one suffers, all 
suffer, for we are all members of the 
one body. If any one so far forgets 
his Master as to try and induce a child 
to leave one Sunday school and join 
another, a member drop out of one con- 
gregation and enter another, is he not 
hindering rather than helping the 
Kingdom of God? What think you 
will be-the word of the Master when He 
bids His followers to go out on the 
hills for tbe lost -sheep and then finds 
His disciples seeking to induce the 
sheep to pass from one fold to another 
and then asking his blessing on their 
performance? We are to be held ac- 
countable for the doing of the Master's 
work here. There should be no dupli- 
cation of effort, no decision through 
personal tastes or preferences. Love 
your local church, but stop not at that; 
serve the one Catholic church, the uni- 
versal church greater than all includ- 
ing alL Unity, harmony In your com- 
pany, argues for peace in the regi- 
ment. Surely in this city all those who 
claim the name of Christ must stand 
together, discussion, jealously, hurt the 
cause of Christ and hinder the gospel. 
Frankly acknowledge your differences 
in definition, then find some common 
work and take hold together.

these comments on the sugar situa- 
tion: 


The advance In raw sugar noted last 


week has been firmly held during the 
week under review, with almost daily 
transactions at the current quotations. 
Many holders have disposed of their 
entire holdings from warehouse, and 
still buyers Appear ready and wilting 
to go on indefinitely accepting all the 
sugars offered. There are several not- 
able features in connection with the 
sugar market, all tending in the direc- 
tion of continued strength and im- 
provement The receipts have teen 
exceedingly small this week, and the 
large sales by importers have reduced 
their remaining holdings to a mini- 
mum quantity. Foreign markets show 
decided tendency towards improve- 
ment, and if the fears expressed today 
by cable prove correct, that the hot 
weather in Europe is likely to produce 
disaster to the beet crop, a sudden rise 
in the European markets, greater than 
has yet taken place, may be expected. 


"Peace is assured, the war is over 


and all blockaded ports are reopened, 
enabling business to be resumed with 
the island of Cuba. Several of our mer- 
chants have already forwarded goods 
to Cuba, which they will follow them- 
selves the last of this week and nest. 
The importance of Ctfba to the United 
States under the new regime cannot tie 
overestimated. We understand that 
our Government is already putting in 
shape the form of government required 
.for Cuba, and that when it la estab- 
lished one of its first acts will be to 
request annexation to the United 
States, which, of course, cannot be re- 
fused after acceptance of the Hawaiian 
Islands. This, however, may take a 
year of two's time to fully accomplish, 
and, in the meantime, the money and 
enterprise of Americans In the island 
will be felt, greatly to the general ben- 
efit"
